THE RUSSLANS AT PORT ARTHUR. 

The following news of the Russians at 
Port Arthur, dated the 20th Dec, will be 
toad with genoral interest i— , 


Tt is not acourate to say that the Russlane 
hayo taken Port. Arthur. Russian ships 
are hero, one in dock coaling, ona anchored 
in the harbour, two anchored outside, and 
two st-Talfonwans ~“Threa altogether -havo 
coaled here; theyaro oncroaohing little by 
little; at first thoy coaled from outside, 
but now they go inside and have also 
anchored in the harbour, The Russian 
Admiral told the- Chinese General here to 
put ali the Chinese men-of-war, of which 
there are only four, in the mouth of tho 
harbour, e@ the English wore coming with 
4 flect'to take Port Arthur; and this advice 
was followed. H.M.S. Daphne came in 6 
day or two after this just tv see what the 
Russians were duing,. stayod only three- 
houra, and went sway again, and there has 
been no other Englivh man-of-war here 
until_the arrival to-day of the Zmmertalité 
and Iphigenia. 

* The Russians have ona vesael in tho 
dockyard. .here heing repaired by the 
Chineso workmen. They are sounding all 
round the harbour, and putting out emall 
marks. All tolegrams they send go 
through the Chincse General here, but the 
Russian Military Attaché. came here 
the other day in 6 small boat, and 
wenh back again to Chefoo ; he returned 
yesterday by the Peiping, which called in 
ere on purpose ta land jim, and he is still 
hero, but 50 far no Russian soldiers have 
arrived here. The Russian noval oflicera 
are yery friondly. with tho Chinese, con- 
stantly inviting and entertaining them on 
board the. Russian ships; but I fanoy the
